WANTS AN INQUIRY 


Marcus Bernheimer Suggests an Inves- 
tigation Into the Primary. 


HE SAY8S THE GRAND-JURY HAS SECURED 
THE EVIDENCE. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney McDonald 
States That No Charges Have Come to 
Him—Wheelmen Disagree About Can- 
didates’ Indorsements—Nogro Voters 
and Socialism—Political Notes. 


Stories were rife to-day that Marcus Bern- 
heimer, the defeated Democratic candidate 
for Mayor, intended to follow his attack on 
the successful ticket by a detailed account of 
the way some ofthe fraud he charged took 
place at the primaries was accomplished. Mr. 
Bernheimer was seen to-day and said: 

**The Grand-jury have before them, or at 
least I was informed that some data 
was placed before them immedlately follow- 
ing the late primaries concerning the irregu- 
larities in one of the wards, sufficient to en- 
gage their attention for some little time, and 
I understood atthe time that more would 
likely follow concerning some other wards— 
this beingin keeping with Judge Edmonds 
suggestion to the Grand-jury, just after the 
Uhrig’s Cave Convention. 

*‘*Gen. Grant once said: ‘Let us have 
peace.’ I supplement that by saying: ‘I have 
given my piece’ and have nothing further to 
say, unless it be to add that I would not likely 
have said or written what I did had my name 
not been repeatedly used without authority; 
in other words, 1 wanted to be let alone, and 
hope now that I haveat least accomplished 
that much—will certainly have nothing 
further to say on the subject unless forced to 
or occasion requires.’’ 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Jesse A. 
McDonald said to-day, being asked if the 


Grand-jury had received any charges of vio- 
lations of the Ryan primary law that he had 
seen none, and did not think any had been 
presented or he should know 
of it. Republican headquarters 
there is an impression which 
cannot be reduced to positive statement from 
any one that some or one of Mr. Bern- 
heimer’s friends have asked the Granda- 
jury to look into charges that there 
was repeating in the Twentieth Wara. It 
is possible thatsome member of the Gran d- 
jury may have been asked to make this In- 
vestigation, and that the matter has not 
been broached yet to the general body.

**Anarticle appeafed in Monday’s paper,

Asa 
matter of justice to the member who 
invited me as well as to the party whose can- 
didateIam proud to be, I desire to correct 
some wrong impressions that might have 
been made by the article in question. The 
invitation to address the Single Tax League 
was extended by a member who promised 
to see the secreta and have the same 
made official by a call tothe members of the 
league, but the shortness of the notice prob- 
ably prevented this from being done. 

‘*‘lTobject to the use made of the word 
‘peaceful’ in the communication, because by 
inference it would suggest that we proposed 
violent measures. Now the Anarchist and 
Socialist principles are as unlike as 
day and night. When such repre- 
sentative men as Profs. Ely of Johns Hop- 
kins University, Adams of Ann Arbor, 
DeLeon of Culumbia College, Tucker of Dart- 
mouth College and Ross of Cornell University 
take the platform forthe cause of socialism 
itisasufficient guarantee thatthe cause is 
not one of violence. 

‘‘The Anarchist alone proposes violence, 
while the Socialist declares that the change 
can be effected at the ballot-Dox by joining 
the political power with the machinery of 
production in a co-operative commonwealth 
wherein the cruelties of our  »pres- 
ent ‘private capitalist’ system will be 
replaced by the more orderly and 
humane system ofa social democracy. The 
worst enemies of the Socialists are the An- 
archists, whether they belong to the class 
that throws bombs or the one that orders the 
militia to shoot down our unoffending fellow- 
workers.’’ 


Russell Wanted to Know. 


It is a pretty safe bet that the negro vote of 
the city will be sqUarely divided between

Chief Arthur as a Witness Before 


Judge Ricks, 


HE CANNOT BE INDUCED TO SAY MORE 


THAN HE WANTS. 


The Argument in the Injunction Oase Be- 
gun—A Decision Promised in the 
Contempt Cas*s Before Monday— 
Strikers in Various Sections of the 
Country. 


TOLEDO, O., March 28,—On the opening of 
court this morning Judge Ricks stated that 
inasmuch as the case of the Lake Shore en- 
gineers and the injunction suit of the Ann 
Arbor were ofa similar nature, and both 
cases being of urrusual importance and wide- 
spread interest Judge Taft and himself 
would render their decisions together not 
latertham Monday next. Grand Chief Ar. 
thur was placed on the stand this morning. 
He was cooland collectedand his answers 
were short, sharpandina high, shrill voice 
that was none the less firm. 

‘*You are the Chiefof the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers?’’

‘*‘Whatisthe membership of the brother- 
hood?’’

‘*When did you hear about the order of the 
court bearing on this case?’’ 

**T have no knowledge of any such order.’’ 

**Doyou read the newspapers?’’ 

‘*I read a portion of the dally papers every 
day.’’ 

**Didn’t you read of the order?’’ 

**No, sir.’’ 

Mr. Smith then handed Mr. Arthura copy 
of the order restraining other roads from re. 
fusing Ann Arbor freight, saying: 

**Now will you say that you never saw that 
order before’’’ 

‘*Never. I might have heard of it, but it 
was never brought to my notice.’’ 

‘*are these the telegrams you sent out refer- 
ring to the strike?’’ handing hima package. 

**All notices sent out to the chairmen of 
the various committees notitying them that 
there wasa strike on the Ann Arbor road 
were sent out by me.’’ 

The telegrams in question were placed on 
file, and one was read as follows: ‘‘All 
honorable means having failed to effect a 
settlementinthe strike on the Ann Arbor, 
see that the rules of the Brotherhood be en- 
forced and notify general managers.’’ 

**What did that mean, Mr. Arthur?’’ 

**Merely that there was a strike on.’’ 

‘*‘Why did you say that the rules ofthe 
Brotherhood should be enforced and gen- 
eral managers notified? Did it not mean 
that Ann Arbor freight would be boycotted?’’ 

**It meant just what it said.’’ 

**Did you not know that that .would be the 
result?’’ 

**Certainly not; that was a matter entirely 
in the hands of the men.’’ 

‘Is any authority given you as Ohbief to 
order a strike?’’ 

**No, sir. °° 

**Can you order a strike?’’ 

**No; not without the consent of the Gen- 
eral Committee.’’ 

The attorneys for the railroads tried to 
make Mr. Arthur testify to the strength of 
the brotherhood on certain roads, but he 
evidently knew nothing about the matter.

CrIcaGo, Ill., March 28.—Regarding the 
factional troubles in the Indian Nation, 
Capt. Huggins, aide to Gen, Miles, says: . 

**Unless American citizens are mixed up in 
the affair and that their rights have been in- 
vaded, it is improbable that the Government 


will take cognizance of the trouble. It has 
never been the policy of the Government to 
do so,andI think it would not interfere in 
any purely Indian trouble unless it seemed 
likely that much blood woula be 
spilled and that. the quarrel had gone 
beyond patching up. The various tribes in 
the Indian ‘territory are well organized, 
somewhat on the plan of our State Govern- 
ments, andthey have militia of their own 
and all the machinery of the law to quiet any 
disturbance. Asa general rule they enforce 
the law strictly. Tie way tn which they 
have administered their affairs, especially 
the management of the large funds 
which the Government pays them annually 
as interest on the land, shows that they 
are capable of self-government. There is 
stillsome of the old bitterness among the 
members of the various tribes dating back 
towartimes. They were about evenly di- 
vided then on the sides of the North and 
South, and the animosity engendered at that 
time has been kept alive to some extent 
along political lines. I belleve, however, 
that the present trouble will not get beyond 
the power of the chiefs to control.’’ |

Mr. Walbridge’s record on railway fran- 
chises during his term as President of the 
Council was given in the SUNDAY PostT- 
DisPpaATcoH. While he may have good rea- 
son to be satisfied with this record he cer- 
tainly has none to be proud of it. 

Every privilege asked for by street rail- 
way companies has been granted by the 
Municipal Assembly with no more than 
nominal compensation to the city. And 
every one of these applications Mr. Wal- 
bridge helped to grant. Almost enough 
revenue has been surrendered to corpora- 
tions during the past few years to pay the 
expenses of the city government even at 
the low rate of 4 or 5 per cent on gross 
earnings, which prevails in some Eastern 
cities. 

It may be said for Mr. Walbridge 
that the idea of requiring compensation 
for such grants was newin the West at 
that time, but it is not new now and he is 
thoroughly familiar with it. Hence his 
refusal to commit himself, or say whether 
or not, if elected Mayor, he proposes to 
continue bestowing gratuities outof the 
public wealth on private corporations may 
be taken as evidence of eithera weak back 
or a weak head, and no man so afflicted is 
worthy of the office to which he aspires. 


GRAB VS. SALE, 

It is significant that, although the Coun- 
cil can find ample time in its closing hours 
to pass an unrestricted conduit bill at the 
dictation of the Bell Telephone monopoly 
apd to give away franchises, and ex- 
tensions of franchises to rich corporations 
with pushing managers, it has never found 
time to give attention toa bill providing 
for the sale of a franchise to the highest 
bidder. 

The Forest Park belt railroad not only 
provides for a desirable improvement 
which will bring every part of the park 
within reach of the people by a cheap and 
rapid mode of transit, but it embodies the 
principle that franchises shall be sold for 
the benefit of the city. The city’s inter- 
ests are carefully guarded, because after 
the bill is passed the sale of the franchise 
must be approved. Yet with all the rush- 
ing through of franchise grabs this bill 
has been kept in its pigeon-hole. 

One would think that officials who vote 
away fortunesin franchises on the ground 
of public spirit would recognize the de- 
sirability of supporting this pretense by 
voting for at least one bill which is solely 
in the interest of the public and is without 
suspicion of boodle. It seems hardly more 
foolish to plead the fairness and generos- 
ity of a corporate monopoly as an 
excuse for yielding to its de- 
mands than to publicly demonstrate 
that the careful guarding of the rights and 
interests of the people against franchise- 
grabbers and boodlers is fatal to the suc- 
cess of a measure in the city legislature. 

If the Municipal Assembly insists upon 
rushing through the franchise grabs and 
stopping the franchise sale for the city’s 
benefit, there can be but one conclusion. 
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FOR COMPTROLLER. 

The chief steward of the city’s estate 
and the chief supervisor of all her other 
fiscal officers and fiscal concerns, her rev- 
enue collections and disbursements, her 
assets and her debts, is the Comptroller, 
who has the right to sitin either house of 
the Municipal Assembly and debate all 
questions affecting matters under his su- 
pervision. The duties imposed on him by 
law call for a man well versed in the laws, 
in financial affairs generally, and particu- 
larly in the details and history of the 
financial affairs and laws of this munici- 
pality. 

And yet a man possessing these qualifi- 
cations may be asinertin the office as a 
bump on a log unless he is watchful, en- 
ergetic and firm in the performance of his 
duties; fearlessly intent upon doing all he 
can to have the laws enforced and the in- 
terests of the city guarded at all points. 

It is well that both parties have nom- 
inated for this office men of exceptionally 
good official records. 

Mr. Sturgeon has been in public position 
under the eye of the people for forty-six 
years continuously. Far back in the ante- 
bellum times he was four years in the City 
Council,four years in the State Senate,four 
years Assistant United States Treasurer 
under President Pierce and four years more 
in the same office under President Buchan- 
an. Thenhe was ten years President of 
the North Missouri Railroad, and has 
since been Internal Revenue C ollector for 
sixteen years under President Grant, Hayes 
and Garfield, winding up with four years 
as Assistant Postmaster of St. Louis under 
Harrison. Yet, if thereis a single stain 
of inefficiency or crookedness in that re- 
markably varied and elongated official 
record, we have never heard of it. If Mr. 
Sturgeon should now hold the office of 
City Comptroller for four years, he can 
then celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of 
his wedding to the business of office-hold- 
ing, and he certainly looks young and 
vigorous enough to do it. 

Gov. Campbell, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, though a much younger man, has also 
been thoroughly tried in a number 
of offices, and in the office of Comp- 
troller especially has made an ex- 
ceptionally good record, handling the 
city’s financial affairs with fidelity and 
marked ability. Atthe close of his term 
he had to his credit a reduction of §287,482 
in the amount of annual interest pay- 


able by the city, and could 


| point to 172.000 received for 


interest on the city’s deposits, against 
only $31,000 received in the four-year term 
of his predecessor. He also secured an 
amendment to the city charter which 
made the city’s deposits much safer. He 
was the author of the scheme for building 
the new Water-works extension without 
issuing bonds or increasing the taxes, and 
to his indefatigable efforts, both before 
and after he was made Comptroller, we are 
indebted for the biennial appropriation by 
the State of $75,000 to the maintenance of 
our Insane Asylum, which was cut down 
to $50,000 by the last Legislature. 

In choosing between these two the peo- 
ple will judge for themselves which one 
will probably render the best service. 
It issimply a question whether of two 
capable and trustworthy men the Demo- 
crat or the Republican will be most useful 
to the city during the political situation 
of the next four years.

THE DRAGON OF BIGOTRY. 

It is refreshing to find a public man 
boldly striking shoulder blows at an evil 
generally thought to be dangerous to 
touch, as Gov. Stone did in Music Hall 
Saturday night when he denounced the 
lugging into politics of religious intoler- 
ance. 

The campaign of intolerance has been 
thriving on political timidity. It has not 
had its full share of open scorn by reason 
of the fear of the men who come in open 
contact with it thata public expression of 
opinion on the subject will bring unpleas- 
antconsequences. We do not believe the 
movement contains great menace, because 
we believe that the mass of Amerieans 
have too much good sense, enlightenment 
and liberality to become involved in the 
dark folly of credal bigotry and strife. 

Movements toward religious intolerance 
among afreeand intelligent people may 
safely be left to fall by the weight of their 
own errorand ignorance. Toleration to- 
wards them is a good policy asa rule, yet 
there is always more or less danger to pop- 
ular interests in the attempt to encourage 
and use religious hostilities for political 
purposes. Aside from any element of dan- 
ger itis a humiliating reflection upon the 
American people that after more than a 
century of free government based upon the 
broadest freedom and liberty in the matter 
of religious belief they should judgeof a 
man’s fitness for office by hiscreed. It is 
important, therefore, that the first step 
towards intolerance, and especially to- 
wards injecting religious intolerance or 
religious questions of any kind into poli- 
tics, be firmly combated and placed in 
their proper light before the public mind. 

Every intelligent man who is entitled to 
the full honor of American citizenship 
will indorse Gov. Stone’s sentiments and 
approve his public expressions of them. 
The dragon of bigotry is easily killed in an 
open fight.

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TWO SHARP HORNS. 

Judge Ricks let the cat out of the bag in 
an unguarded moment during the hearing 
of the Ann Arbor case yesterday. Counsel 
contended that employes had the right to 
quit work when they pleased, and that 
the railway company had always exercised 
the right to discharge men at any moment 
without notice. Whereupon the Judge 
interrupted with a contradiction saying 
he did not so understand the practice. 

He could not more clearly have exposed 
his bias. Itisafact which nobody ever 
before questioned that railroad companies 
‘*let out’? men whenever they see fit re- 
gardless of the merits of the case, and if 
any hearing is granted it is as of favor, not 
of right. When a powerful labor organi- 
zation is behind the employe the com- 
panies are cautious about acting upon 
what they have called their ‘‘right to con- 
duct their own business in their own 
way’’ so faras their relations with their 
servants are concerned, but it has been 
distinctly asserted that this is a conces- 
sion to force, not a recognition of any legal 
right possessed by the men. 

Cornered by his own logic in the mouth 
of counsel, Judge Ricks is forced to ques- 
tion afact the admission of which would 
at this time produce serious consequences 
to the men who order him about by tele- 
graph and provide him palace cars and 
special trains. His eagerness to serve 
them has got him into a dilemma, either 
horn of which is sure to impale him. 


It is to be hoped that the thief who has 
stolen Congressman Brown’s railroad passes 
may be speedily discovered and punished.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—In the Senate to-

BELL PATENTS KNOCKED OUT. 


THB SUPREME COURT RENDERS A DECISION OF 
WIDE IMPORTANCE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 28.—The United 
States Supreme Court ye-terday affirmed the 
decision of the lower court in the case of 
Henry Huber et al. vs. the N. O. Nelson Man- 
ufacturing ©Co., appealed from the Circuit 
Court of the Eastern District of Missouri. 
The opinion was delivered by Justice Blatch- 
ford, who in announcing it reviews the facts 
in the case briefly. A patent for improvement 


in water closets wag issued April 7, 1874, In 
Great Britain to the patentees, who assigned 
to James E. Boyle, whoin turn assigned the 
privileges of manufacturing in the United 
States to Huber. Application fora patent in 
the United States was made Nov. 29, 1881, and 
the patent was issued June 27, 1882. 
Prior to this the patent in Great 
Britain had been allowed to run out 
in consequence ofthe non-payment of £100 
stamp duty at the expiration of the first balf 
ofthe term for which the patent was issued. 
The British patent bad expired before app!l- 
cation had been madein the United States. 
Under these acts the Circuit Court held that 
tne patent granted in the United States was 
void and this decision was sustained 
by the United States Supreme Court. 

The court decided that the foreign patent 
having lapsed for non-payment of taxes an 
American patent granted thereafter for the 
same invention is void. 

It is said at the Patent Office that this ac- 
tion destroys Edison's quadruple telegraph 
patent, and aiso his three microphone. pat- 
ents, leaving the Bell Telephone Co, after 
January next to stand wholly on the Berliner 
patent. 

ihe N. O. Nelson Manufacturing Co. was 
represented by B. F. Rex of the firm of Rex & 
Moody, and &. N. Taylor. 

The case of the United States vs. Col. 
Campbell: to compel him to remove his barb- 
wire fence from 800 acres of public land was 
up yesterday orm an appeal. The case was 
originally instituted in the First Judicial 
District of Arizona, the United States alleg- 
ing that Col. CampbDell had inclosed 800 acres 
of Zpublic land without the color of 
a title thereto, and asking an 
order forits removal. The public was suc- 
cessfulin thecourtsand Campbell came to 
the Supreme Court ofthe United States. 
Justiee Brown delivered the opinion of the 
court, reversing the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the Territory. This was on the 
grounds that Campbell had a color of a title 
to the property under an old Mexican 
grant of four square leagues of land, which 
insome way had been changed into four 
leagues square;the surveg which was still 
before Congress for settlement constituted a 
color ofa title which removed the lands from 
the public domain of the United States. 

The Supreme Court decided that because 
John C, Johnson did not dillxently prosecute 
his claim toa forth interestin a mining claim 
in the Roaring Fork mining district of Colo. 
rado, located by himselfand others, that he 
could not establish his claim to the same, 
The quarter interest is estimated to be worth 
$1,000,000. 


EDISON ON THE DECISION. : 

New YorK, March 28.—Dispatches from 
Washington intimate that the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the Huber patent case 
practicaliy destroys Edison’s quadruple 
patent. Mr. Edison said last night that he 
believed the patent on the quadruplex had 
already expired. He said: ‘‘The man 


who framed the law making American 
patents when the prior foreign patent 
expires was a Himalyan jackass. I 
have never made any money on my patents, 
except in England. Itis supposed that the 
patent laws were made forthe benefit of 
inventors, but thereis not one inventor in 
a thousand that has any interest in the final 
decision of the courts. I am perfectly in- 
Gifferentto the decision in the incandes- 
centlampcase. It it werethe practice of 
the courts toletthe inventor have the de- 
lay and not the pirates, he would get some 
recompense for his time and labor. 

‘‘Ifaninventer happens to put something 
onthe marxet that is of real worth and the 
pirate sees it, the first thing the inventor 
knows he has a powerful rival which threat- 
ens to engulf him at the start.’’ 

As to the Bell Telephone Co.’s patents, 
Richard N. Dyer, Counsel for the General 
Electric OCo., said: ‘*There is only one point 
left, and the Supr@®Me Oourt is expected to 
decide early next term. It is whether the 
prior foreign patent which lIimitsthe Unitea 
States patent should be prior to the date of 
the issue of the United States patent, or prior 
to the filing of the application.

AMERICA CHRISTIANIZED, THE ONLY 
HOPE FOR CHRISTIANITY ABROAD. 


Evil Influence of the “‘Unsanctified Com- 
mercial Agent’ in Heathen Lenis— 
Prayer at Home Is Needed Quite as 
Much as Are Money and Mission- 
aries. 


The Baptist Mission Centenary Conference 
opened this morning at 9:30 o’clock in the 
Third Baptist Church, Grand and Washing- 
ton avenues. Rev. Mr. Sawyer, Chairman of 
the Programme Committee, called the meet- 
ing to order and led a half-hour’s prayer 
service. Mr. Sawyer announced that 
Hon. Nathan Cole, the selected President of 
the conference, could not be present at the 
morning session, Mr, M. W, Leet, one of the 
Vice- Presidents, was therefore called to pre- 
side, 

President J. F. Cook, who was to have read 
the opening paper entitled ‘‘Duty of Brother- 
hood in Relation tothe Heathen,’’ having 
been called home on account of sickness, Mr. 
WwW. L. Boyer began the order of 
exercises with a paper entitled ‘*‘Home 
Reiation to Foreign missions.’’ He sald that 
the great diff_icnity in the path of the evange- 
lists in the foreign field was the lack of 
prayer at home.‘‘If we must withhbold,’’ said 
e, ‘‘let us withhold y ana 
missionaries, but not yrayer.’’ 
The home missions were the foundations of 
the foreign missions, and America Christian- 
ized meant the world Christianized. r. 
Boyer said that the main aisicaky with 
which the foreign missionary had to con- 
tend was not the opposition of 
the natives, but thecurse of America’s rum. 
Christianized natives of missionary countries | 
were astonished, he said, at the lack of loy- 
alty to God in the United States. He pointed 
out the danger of Americans becoming so ab- 
sorbed in foreign missionary work that 
they would leave the gateways 
at home open, until they would see arise the 
**smoke of their own destruction.’’ He laid 
stress on the importance of the part 
to be played by the United States 
in the evangelization of the world. 

Rev. Dr. Tichener, Secretary of the 
Southern Baptist Association, being called 
on for remarxs, said that the great enemies 
of foreign missionaries were the See 


American commercial agents, who showed 
the natives a very unedifying quality of 
Christian civilization. He insisted that foreign 
missions must be preceded by evangeliza- 
tion at home, ,

EOW DID COLUMBUS DO IT? 


Modern Sailors OCan’t Understand His 
Voyaging in the ‘ ar-vels. 


NORFOLK, Va., March 28.—The Newark, 
bearing the flag of Rear Admiral Benham, in 
company with the Bennington, reached here 
from Hampton Roads about 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning. Thetwovessels at once went 
alongside the navy yard, where they will re- 
main until they have discharged the exhibits 
for the Chicago Fair and have made the nec- 


essary preparations forthe coming review. 

In spite of their long ocean trip of thirty-five 
days and their recent run up from Havana, 

the two vessels are in excellent condition 
and show that they have in many ways 
greatly improved since leaving here. 

In speaking of the caravels, one of those 
detailed tocross the oceaninthe old time 
craft said he had gotten his fill anda great 
deal more. His only wonder isthat Colum- 
bus ever succeeded in getting over here at 
all. The vessels were built as nearly as pos 
sible to conform to pictures and descriptions 
ofthem published from time to time, but 
there were no plans of well authenticated 
models toaidinthe calculations, so the re- 
sulting vesseis may or may not be on the 
eae lines un. which the originals were 

ullt 

Be this as it may, the weather qualities of 
the caravels are very negative and they can 
only make progress that is at ali satisfactory 
when the wind ts fair. As for tacking or 
working to windward, it is utterly beyond 
their powers. 

Even the Santa Maria, which is consider- 
ably larger than the other two, only suc- 
ceeded in making a little more than twenty- 
five milesa Gay against onlya moderately 
fresh head wind and not a particularly lumpy 
sea, although she made a mush more favor- 
able showing with a fresher wind.

The men-of-war towing them were enabled 
in smooth water to make about eight knots 
an bour, and even then the light frail craft 
would skip along from the crest of one wave 
tothe tip of anotherin a most astoundingly 
lively manner. When the sea would rise the 
scugding and age added to the incessant 
rolling made them more than ever uncom. 
fortable and menacing to limbs and body. 
While no serious accidents are reported, 
owing largely to the careful and 
skillful way all the vessels con- 
cerned were handled, there was 
a general bruised feeling and soreness of 
body that made it a great relief when the car- 
avels were left behind at Havanna. Nobody 
envies the Spanish officers the getting of 
these vessels up to New York, especially if 
there should by any chance be a he avy wind 
or sea onthe way up. The danger of dashing 
under a head sea and swamping is consider- 
able, anda great deal of care will have to be 
exercised to prevent disaster to the little 
cockleshells.

A TARGET TEST. 


An Attack to Be Made on Right-Angled 
Armor-Plate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 28 


proving ground at Indian Head. An attack 
will be made on armor-plate at an angle of 
forty-five degrees with the line of fre. Hith- 
erto the face of the armor-plate has con- 
fronted the muzzle of the gun, thatis, the 


line traversed by the Eragectiies wasat right 
angles with the target. The dis- 
charge might be called a straightaway fire. 
The test has been a severe one for the 
material, asin actual warfare such a con- 
dition, embracing proximity of gun and 
directness of attack, will be remote. Light 
armor placed at an ‘angle with the line of 
fire has been attacked. by rapid fire guns, 
but heavy armor has never been so placed. 
For this test a nickel steel plate, harveyized, 
ten inches in thickness , will 
from a twelve inch rifle. The natural in- 
ference is thatan armor plate placed at an 
angle with the line of fire will serve to glance 
off all projectiles and the plate will be 
placed so that tne shell will be ricocheted 
into an embankment.
